Nothing New Developed at First Day's 


Session in tbe Gunder Case 


at BIrKsrsvllle, 


Probably the most unique and prim- 


itive court room in Licking county is 
the barn of 'Squire Abraham Miller, 
of Harrison township, where the pre- 
liminary hearing of Dr. S. Ray Reel- 
horn, the Kirkersville dentist, charged 
•with the murder of Minnie Gunder, is 
being held. The first testimony in the 
case was -taken Tuesday afternoon by 
Bert Woods, the court stenographer of 
Knox county. The entire 
afternoon' 


•was spent ia examining ten witnesses 
for the prosecution, and nothing other 
than was brought out in the coroner's 
Inquest came to light. 
- -The improvised court room, is the 
result of small rooms in the home of 
the justice of .the peace, and the orig- 
inal court was crowded to its fullest 
capacity. The barn is a long, narrow, 
tWo story structure, guiltless of paint 
attd with the daylight sifting through 
many shingleless places. 


•The court room was the wagon shed, 
a runway between the stalls, instead 
of handsome frescoes, the walls were 
covered with, harness, tools, blankets 
and scythes. The ceiling was the hay- 
mow with 
tufts of 
hay" sticking 


through; the floor was Mother Earth 
with buckets, tubs, chairs and barrels 
as s^ats for the attorneys, witnesses, 
and others present. 


Not daunted by the learned discus- 


sions, chickens and cats scampered 
across the floor, 
while 
mild-eyed' 


Lorses and cows stiick their neads 
from their Stalls and looked in won- 
der at the unusual gathering, 
not{ 


knowing -that the life or .iberty of ai 
human being may swing in the bal- 
ance. 


The court room was crowded, with, 


the curious striving to find a seat on 
grindstone or feed box. Once in 
a 


while some mortal more favored than< 
the others would be seen comfortably 
enthroned on a "hard bottomed" chair, 
'As there was a decided draft through, 
the hall of justice, all were permitted 
-to wear their hats, while the 
courti 


looked on wearing a hat and a tightly 


i Imttoned overcoat. 
Most every one. 


"chewed" as they could spit at pleas-^ 
ure without 
spoiling a carpet, and 


most of the spectators -took advantage 
of the fact, finding solace in the weed 
jvhile they listened to the testimony. 


• Nearly all the people present knew 
either the prisoner or the dead girl/ 
and their interest in the case led them 
to drive fpr miles to hear the testi- 
mony at the hearing. All who came 
were welcome, and found seats as best 
they could. An occasional titter ran 
around the room as some luckless in- 
dividual would lose his balance from 
some

of them to falling like the pins in a 
T»wling alley struck by the ball. Some

The accused man drove to the home

panied by a friend.

Dr. Reelhorn walked to his seat with 
head erect, and sat between Attorneys 
3. D. Jones and Edward Kibler, his 


• counsel. 


Dr. Reelhorn wore a black derby 


hat and a striped suit of clothes and 
at no time appeared at all nervous. 
Occasionally he would lean over to 
his attorneys during an examination 
and suggest some question. He, like 
the rest of the men in the "court 
room," wore his hat durinf the entire 
proceedings. The only time it was re- 
moved was during the reading of the 
«harge against him. His lips twitched 
a. trifle when the word "murder" was 
used, but at all other times nothing 
j-uffled the calm of his demeanor. In 
a firm voice, he answered "not guilty,"

20th.

HEAVY BOND ISSUE 


Frisco Railway Stockholders Author

and. 
On the afternoon of September 


20, Bragg's army was driven back at 
the last assault by the bayonet, and 
after dark that evening the Federal 
army was led from 
the 
field 
by 


Thomas, who had that day earned his 
name, "the 
rock 
of Chickamauga." 


Forty percent of the two armies were 
wounded or killed, and physical en- 
durance 
was 
at an 
end—the two 


T armies having been opposed for a fort- 
night around Chattanooga, Chicka- 
mauga. Mt. Lookout and Missionary 
Ridge, and the ac'ual conflict having 
lasted throughout the days of Septem- 
ber 19 and 20. 


A brief resume of the completion of 


the campaign closed the lecture. The 
Federal army was once more sur- 
rounded 
by the 
Confederates, 
but 


Rosecrans was relieved, and Thomas 
put in command. Vicksburg now be- 
ing free, more generous aid was at the 
disposal of Thomas, and from this 
point forward the Confederate loss of

Woman Attacked In a Park and Mor- 


tally Wounded. 


FittBburg, Aug. 28.—Torn, bruised 


and suffering from shock, Mrs. Anna 
A. Hucke, 55,"this city, lies at her 
home in a precarious condition as llie 
result of an attack by a lion at Luna 
park, a summer resort in this city.
